In several cases, the captu re 
w as accomplished b y an Amer­ 
ican ship that had b een loaned 
to the friendly nation. None of 
the Am erican b oats was within 
the internationally accepted 12- 
mile lim it, which even the North 
Koreans recognize. 
So far, the U.S. government 
has paid alm ost $500,000 for the 
release of captu red b oats and 
crews. 
W hat has happened is that 
these three cou ntries, plu s fou r 
others in Latin America, have 
extended their territorial limits 
ou t to a fantastic 200 miles in 
order to throw a legal net over 
all the fish in this vast expanse 
of w ater. 
The United States, like m ost 
m aritim e 
nations, 
claim s 
12- 
m ile fishing lim its while m ain­ 
taining the traditional three-mile 
territorial limit. It does not rec­ 
ognize 200-mile fishing sover­ 
eignty of any nation., 
Y et b y paying trib u te to these 
u nilateral 
laws, 
the 
United 
States is strengthening the va­ 
lidity of the 200-mile lim it and, 
charges the National Oceanog­ 
raphy Association, “is doing ir­ 
reparab le harm to the concept 
of the freedom of the seas.” 
“Freedom of the seas b eyond 
reasonab le territorial w aters,” 
states the association, 
“ is a 
right of all nations and m u st b e 
jealou sly protected and m ain­ 
tained. The United States, once 
the greatest sea power the world 
has ever known — the leader in 
protecting the rights of nations 
— now repu diates that leader­ 
ship b y b owing to the b rigand­ 
age of nations whose actions are 
repu gnant to ou r ideals of world 
freedom .” 
Evidently, however, the good 
will of these three cou ntries is 
indispensib le to ou r wider sec­ 
u rity.

The ¡ex eat not v hat It-loohs-like mirage known 
as Social Security Is another topic sure to he ig­ 
nored by the Washington windbag boy s in this 
election campaign. Rut aren't they ev er to he held 
to any accounting? 
They talk. We pay — and pay double. We pay 
first in the Social Security tax es 
which 
hav e 
been 
increased 
nearlv twice as much as the 
benefits pa>ahle from them, and fl 
then we are double-hit by the 
Great 
Society 
inflation. 
W’hat 
the workingman puts in buy s 
less nod less in terms of Social 
Security when he and his fam­ 
ily need it. 
The rash deducted from y our 
pay for so-called Social Seeurlty is merely shov el­ 
ed into the U.S. Treasury like other tax es. It dis­ 
appears there. The Washington Robin Hoods of 
the Red Ink hav e borrowed ev ery penny of the 
Social Security reserv e and spent it. 
Your giv en cash was replaced with gov ern­ 
ment bonds, the gov ernment's lOU's. Like the 
public gold in Fort Knox , y our cash is gone with 
the wind. 
The Social Security tax rate, shared equally 
by employ ers and employ ees, has increase« ! near­ 
ly 300 percent since 1049 . With its added costs 
the increases could be as great as 435 percent by 
19 7 3. Medicare alone now costs more than twice 
estimate originally stated to the v oters. But who 
would know it? 
The workingman earning $7 ,500 this y ear is 
hit for $343.20. Nex t y ear It will be $37 4.20 By 19 87 
It 
111 be $460.20. And with Ihe employ er’s match­ 
ing pay ment $9 20.40 will be the cost. 
The Tax Foundation. Inc., a respected inde- 
dent research organization, finds that Washing­ 
ton’s incredible $186 billion budget represents $9 40 
for ev ery man, woman and child in the United 
States. A man with a wife and two children to 
raise and feed will be startled to know that his 
share of this y ear’s budget Is about $4,7 00. That 
Is $391 per month; $12.87 per day . Toward this, 
annual Federal, state and local tax es now equal 
$3,350 for each American family . 
Yet this same hard-pressed breadwinner will 
find as early as 19 7 1 — just three y ears from now'

What will today ’s 
pay er need by tlic time he gets back his Social 
Security ? 
Based on the 19 39 dollar, we hav e a dollar 
already worth only 42 cents. The Great Society 
inflation is knocking down the v alue of our dollars 
af, a raie one-third faster that ev en last y ear. At 
today ’s rale of decline we will hav e a 25-cent 
dollar within ex actly eight y ears. 
There are sev eral causes of Ihe inflation, in- 
eluding the leap-frogging of wage** and prices, 
hot the chief inflationary pressure is the mishand­ 
ling of our money here and abroad by our own 
gov ernment itself. 
At long last we hav e this confession from the 
horse’s mouth. On May 17 Arthur Okun, chairman 
of the President’s Council of Economic Adv isers, 
conceded that the gov ernment itself has been “ the 
major cause of the inflation" because it has poured 
so much deficit money Into the economy by 
Washington's ov erspending. 
This is the first time in all these y ears that 
any Washington Robin Hood of the Rc*d Ink has 
made ofliclally so open an admission. But if the 
gov ernment continues to treat the tax pay ing public 
as a totally stupid species it has some shattering 
surprises ahead.

F or three y ears she 
has been getting desensitization 
shots but her spells have not de­ 
creased. In treating any allergy 
the 
m ain 
reliance 
m ust be 
placed on 
an accurate identifi­ 
cation of the offending aller­ 
gen. then avoiding it if passible. 
Desensitization usually helps if 
graduated dilutions of the aller­ 
gen are used. Failing this, an­ 
tihistam ines m ust be used as 
needed for tem porary relief. 


Q—My son. 10, had a penicil­ 
lin shot. Four day s later he had 
a severe case of hives. The doc­ 
tor said it was a delay ed reac­ 
tion to the penicillin. Now every 
tim e he goes outdoors when the 
w eather is cold he breaks out in 
hives. Our pediatrician say s he 
is allergic to cold. Is this pos­ 
sible? Is there any cure for this? 
A—Exposure 
to 
cold 
gives 
m any persons watery ey es, a 
running 
nose 
and 
sneezing, 
which m ay or may not be an 
allergic reaction. In a few per­ 
sons this reaction may be great­ 
ly exaggerated or, 
like 
y our 
son, they m ay develop hives. 
Such 
persons are treated by 
a\oiding exposure to cold, large 
doses of antihistam ines and by 
desensitization 
through 
very 
gradually 
increased 
exposures 


to cold, keeping the exposure 
just below the am ount known to 


cause a reaction. 


Q—Our 
daughter, 7, 
suffers 


from chronic bronchitis and is 


generally run down. The doctor 


say s that we m ust m ake her eat 


but she eats less each day . She 
will not eat vegetables or fruit 
at all. Can y ou suggest a tonic 
or other treatm ent to get her to 
cat? 


A—I doubt that y ou can make 
y our daughter eat and any a t­ 
tem pts to do so will only m ake 
her worse. All children do not 
need the sam e kind or am ount 
of food and m any a child with 
a feeding problem has straight­ 
ened out when allowed to choose 
her own diet without any inter­ 
ference from her parents. 
As 
long as she drinks a lot of milk 
she won’t starve. Offer her an 
ounce or two or orange or to­ 
mato juice but don’t m ake a 
point of her taking it. 


The best tonic for y our daugh­ 
ter is 
a happy home atm os­ 
phere, 
some outdoor exercise 
every day , girls her own age to 
play with and plenty of restful 
sleep. If her failure to eat is 
due to an emotional problem, 
she may need the help of a child 
psy chologist.
